1. Claims 1-2 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, either singly or combinations, fails to anticipate or render obvious a silicon 
electrode plate for plasma etching with superior durability, the silicon electrode plate comprising 
silicon single crystal which, in terms of atomic ratio, contains 3 to 11 ppba of boron, and further 
contains a total of 0.5 to 6 ppba of either or both of phosphorus and arsenic.
